How he is Treated by the People.

Icftns WHICH itiuuuv 1*4*1 *" (.nutlet ..nv- 
attention of observing strangers, is tho 
very great, I might indeed say the <;xtr«- 
ordintiry delight which the>' seem to 
take in abusing and vilifying some orfe 
pnblicinan. All their hatred of a party 
appears to concentrate itself upon n 
leader of that party, and upon the head 
of the unfortunate individual so selected 
they continue to pour out the vials of 
their wrath until time and changing 
events bring some new victim more 
prominently into notice. Last Summer 
the -unfortunate Kellogg was niiide the 
acapegoat, and had to bear tho burden 
of many sins committed by his corrupt 
followers. After the events of the 14th 
of September last, United States Mar- 
shal Packard was very justly the recipi- 
ent of the popular indignation. Follow- 
ing him came Mr. Dvucan F. Kenner, 
•well known as a leader in the compro- 
mise movement, and perhaps not so well 
known in connection with the levee job. 
Since then Kellogg, Packard, Collector 
Casey and his head mnu, Herwig, have 
in turn been held up to public scorn, 
and at the opening of the new year tue 
people were despairingly looking about 
for some fresh subject upon which to 
vent their spleen, when fortunately for 
ihem Gen. Sheridan came to New Orle- 
ans 
They have forgotten Packard and 


Casey "the thieving Radicals " are no 
longer mentioned, nnd Kellogg, instead 
of being the head nnd front of infamy Express... 
that he was some months ago, is now 
apokenof as "a great lisr and coward, 
but a man who would probably do right 
if left to himself." 


HOW OEX. SHKKIDAX IS AI1USK1). 


The people of New Orleans never do 


anything by halves. To hate Gen. Sheri- 
dan appears just now to be a religion 
with them; to defame him is evidently 
considered the duty of every good citi- 
zen. 
Everywhere—in street cars, bnr- 


icoras, hotels, and even in churches—I 
have heard men and women abusing 
him 
This abuse is sometimes very uu- 


inst, and all the charges brought against 
the General are made without considera- 
tion or thought. For instance, ho is 
blamed for the action of the troops on 
the 4th nit., notwithstanding the fact 
that he had not assumed command when 
•the soldiers appeared in the State-house, 
and cannot, therefore, be held responsi- 
ble. This, however, is only a minor 
consideration. 
The troops were first 


called for by Democratic members,, and 
their subsequent action rniglit have been 
forgiven. It is the dispatch calling the 
people banditti which has caused Sli«n- 
dan to be so intensely disliked. They 
/ 
feel that they have been insulted before 
^*, 
the entire country, and it is one of their 
proud boasts that "a Louisiauiau never 
forgets an insult." This morning, dur- 
ing a conversation upon the subject, oue 
of the best known citizens of New Or- 
leans said to me, "We could have for- 
given everything else, we have already 
borne much and forgiven much, but 
this unnecessary insult we cannot nnd 
will not forget." 
This feeling seems to 


pervade all classes of the community. 
The popular hatred of Sheridan finds 
expression in many ways. He has 
several times been hung in erhgy, 
and half the shop windows m New 
Orleans are decorated with some ludi- 
crous caricature of him. In some places 
figures of venerable and respectable 
looking old gentlemen are labeled, 
••This is one of the banditti." Many ot 
the toy stores display ridiculous French 
ttolls with immense heads and very short 
legs bearing the inscription "I am not 
afraid." This, of course, has reference 
to Sheridan's dispatch stating that he 
been threatened with nssassination, but 
that he was not afraid. "I am not 
afraid" is now in everybody's mouth. 
The newsboys go through the streets 
yellin" out the nsvml "terrible murder 
in Arkansas.>' or "horrible cutting 
affray," always ending with "but I am 
not afraid.'' Several songs have already 
been composed, and entitled, "I am not 
afraid," and in the theaters pert ac- 
tresses are gaining popularity and loud 
applause by exclaiming in and out ot 
season "I am not afraid." 


The General bears all this abuse and 


ridicule with commendable good nature 
and tho utmost indifference. The other 
evening when he appeared ill the hull of 
his hotel, a number of unmannerly boors 
saluted him with hisses and suppressed 
exclamations of "I am not afraid;" he 
passed quietly through tho crowd, pay- 
ing no attention to their impertinence. 
Every day as he takes his seat at the 
dinner-"able he is stttred out of counten- 
ance by a number of rude people who 
respect neither his honorable position 
nor the feelings of the ladies by whom 
he is accompanied. Nothing seems to 
disconcert or annoy him, howeter. 
He 


has sense enough to laugh at the petty 
insults referred to, and it is but jiwtico 
to say that the mass of the people, al- 
though hating him with a bitter hatred, 
do cot approve of the way he is treated 
by a. few of their number. One incident 
in this connection I must not forget to 
mention. 
A few evenings .since, the 


General, accompanied by his Chief of 
Staff visited the Opera, and was assigned 
to a place in one of the stage boxes. 
>djoining this was another box, in which 
a"young and an o'.d lady were seated. 
The two apartmer.'-s were separated by a 
partition -which did not extend quite to 
the front, a cushioned rail connecting 
them 
The General toot his place near- 


est this partition, and naturally laid his i 
arm on the rail which I have mentioned. " 
As he did so, every opera-glass in the 
house was leveled at him, and the old 
lady who was seated in the box next him 
excitedly motioned to her youn-^ charge 
to move back from the place the occu- 
pied. 
The girl, who sat next the parti- 
tion and consequently very neir Sheri- 
dan at once drew her chair back from 
the 'rail into the corner of the box. It 
was very evident that tho General was 
unconscious of the movement made by 


- 
leighbors. 
He did not, indeed, no- 


tico their presence, yet it was nt once 
whispered nil over the theater that the 
voting ludy was obliged to vacate her 
place liecaiise Sheridanhaarnclclyplaced 
his turn upon her hand, which, as the 
story goes, \vas resting ou the rail. 
IS ow 


what is called Sheridan's tingcntlemauly 
behavior is the chief topic of conversa- 
tion in half the fashionable saloons of 
New Orleans, and whomever he appears 
in public he is greeted by the black 
frowns of indignant ivomeii. llns does 
not appear to trouble him much, how- 
ever. 


SUKItTDlN ASP T"E WHITE LKACIUK. 
As I have already stated, the people of 


Now Orleans are most bitter in their de- 
nunciation of General Sheridan, because 
of his banditti dispatch. His explana- 
tion of that dispatch is, that in it he re- 
ferred, not to all the white people of 
Louisiana, but only to those who wen- 
mejnbers of a secret nraed political or- 
ganization, known as the White League. 
At the same time he espressos a deter- 
mination to use every power which the 
law gives him to break up the organiza- 
tion named 
If he can succeed in doing 


this, he will have earned the thanks of 
the law-abiding people of Louisiana and 
of the country at largo.—.V. i". Times.
